It has been a cause of natural sorrow to 


English Christians that the war has greatly 
estranged from them the hearts of their 
Continental brethren; but we certainly 
hope that after the conclusion of peace the 
mutual understanding will be restored. 
Some signs of a change are already visible. 
The enthusiastic friends of the Boers are 
displeased with the conditions of peace, they 
hoped that the South African Republics 
would keep their independence, but even 
newspapers which were on the side of the 
Boers now recognize that the conditions 
are not unjust.
